Anglo-Americanism

Dorothy Thompson recently wrote, 


“In this growing complex of the Eng- 
lish speaking peoples, Canada has a 
unique role, For Canadians are Amer- 
icans and yet members of the British 
Commonwealth. Canada is the bridge 
between us (the United States) trom 
Australia to the British Isles. 
Canada is the show-window of the or- 
der of free co-operation, 

Geography makes it impossible for 
the United States to adopt a policy of 
neutrality towards Canada and history 
makes it impossible for Canada to a- 
adopt a policy of neutrality towards 
England. It has always been obvious 
that the United States would have to 
protect Canada. It was not obvious but 
has become so now that she must pro- 
tect Great Britain to protect herself. 

There is no conceivable role Canada 
would play, in this day and age, so use- 
ful as that of catalyst in the achieve- 
ment of an English-speaking union. If 
Anglo-American relations are ever to 
be given an enduring basis, Canada 
must be their keystone. An English- 
speaking Union may be a consumma- 
tion far less remote than once seemed 
possible. Hitler has set a _ fashion 
which other peoples, for their own pro- 
tection, are almost compelled to fol- 
low. Bismarck once said that the 
greatest political fact of his times was 
“teh inherent and permanent fact that 
North America speaks English”. There 
exists an Anglo-American community 
of ideas and interests. The implica- 
tions of the move which exchanged 
50 American out-of-date destroyers for 
air and naval bases on Britain's Atlan- 
tic Islands are likely to fill many a 
page in the histories of the future. 

Caiada occupies a key position in 
the Empire and on the North Ameri- 
can continent. 
continent, 

The whole British Empire is engag- 
ed in a struggle for self-preservation 
in which the safety of the United 
States is almost as imminently involv- 
ed. In this period of uncertainty, some 
things stand out clearly. One is that 
the new relations between Canada 
and the United States, and between 
the United States and Britain, al- 
though born out of an emergency will 
outlive the period of crises. As Mr. 
Churchill put it very succinctly, Bri- 
tish and American affairs are bound 
to be somewhat mixed from now on. 

“There is a tide in the affairs of 

men, 

Which, when taken at the flood 

Leads on to fortune — —” 

Boldly and skillfully handled by Can- 
ada, the new arrangement might not 
only solve many of her own immediate 
problems, but lead one bright day to 
the closing of the schism which for 166 
years has divided the English-speaking 
peoples, 

Under more inspiring leadership 
Canada might become a more inspir- 
{ng nation. When that day comes Can- 
ada will have begun to grow up.

2 - 23rd Battery

It is nearly two years since the local 
section of the 2-23rd Field Battery, 
R.C.A. C.A.(R.) was organized with 
a strength of fifty men. This is Strath- 
more’s first Reserve Unit and _ the 
members are proud of this distinction. 

The Reserve is often ridiculed by 
some members of the general public 
and yet it has a place in the detens- 
ive and offensive plans of our country. 
A Reserve Unit is always the nucleus 
around which a force for Active Ser- 
vice is mobilized. The parent 23rd was 
mobilized before the organization of 
the Strathmore Section and is an Anti- 
Tank Battery stationed in Englend. It 
is due to this that our section is called 
the second twenty-third. 

When the local section was organiz- 
ed it was felt that it would form a 
means of giving basic training young 
men at a time when the facilities of 
basic training centres were not fully 
established. Thus as the young men 
volunteered or were called up they 
would be partially trained. The Re- 
serve during its first year and a half of 
operation was primarily reinforcement 
in nature. During this period nearly 
one half of our strength enlisted for 
Active Service. In all twenty-four men 
whose names follow joined the ser: 
vice: Bisacre, F; Boissevain, G; Bow- 
er, R; Brown, L; Colpoys, G: Fawkes, 
J; Hirtle, F; Keeling, J; Lambert, A; 
Lugg, S; May, T; MacLean, C; Mce- 
Lean, O; Miller, G; Oldham, T; Rob- 
ison, G; Scott, A; Slater, S; Snook, 
W;Taylor,N; Van Tighem, L; »Wood- 
liffe, W. Wathen, L; Woodrow, A. 

With the entrance of Japan into the 
War and the resulting danger of inva- 
sion to our country, the Reserve in 
Canada was organized into Brigades 
for the defence of Canada. Our loca) 
section forms part of the Alberta Bri- 
gade. We are now devoting our drill) 
periods to artillery training rather 
than to basic training. A profitable 
camp starting July 4 at Sarcee will en- 
able the men to fire live ammunition 
from 18 pounders. Considerable mo- 
bile equipment is being provided and 
as the months pass our Reserve will 
develop into a potent force. Thus if 
our present defensive forces on the 
coast are pressed into service outside 
of Canada the Reserve would be in a 
position to take their place or if worse 
should befall and we were invaded 
they would be frained to resist. 

We were organized and trained un- 
der the agreement that our local train- 
ing expenses would be at no expense 
to the Government. For the past two 
years we have carried on by local 
support. Each year we have sponsored 
a dance, the proceeds of which, along 
with the help of the Town Council and 
Municipal Districts of Bow Valley and 
Keoma has paid for winter rentals. 
The Hall Committee of the local 
branch of the Canadian Legion provid. 
ed us with winter training quarters at 
an exceptionally low rental. Members 
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AL CANADA 
HONORS THE 
ARMY 


They are well-trained, tough fight- 
ing men, these Canadian soldiers, who 
will be the guests of honour during 
Army Week, June 29 to July 5. 

Army Week will fete the men on 
island posts aWay up north near 
Prince Rupert or at the batteries out- 
side of Sydney, N. S., who day and 
night in all of weather, keep 
watch and vigil. No more grim or drab 
task could be set for men and no men 
could show more resolution or keen- 
ness or determination. 

All across Canada, in training cent- 
res, in units, these men are fitting 
themselves for the task that must 
come. Nothing could be more worthy 
than that the citizens of Canada 
should pay their respects and do hon- 
or to the officers and men and the wo- 
men, too, of the Canadian Army. 

There has been a tremendous in- 
crease in technical proficiency in the 
army. There are over forty different 
trades and not only do the mechanized 
units require tradesmen, but the ar- 
mored formations call for about 35 
percent of skilled men. 

Under army administration right 
now there are 36 basic training cent- 
res and 25 advanced training centres, 
including those for armored corps, ar: 
tillery, engineering, signalling, infant- 
ry, Army Service Corps, ordnance, 
medical, machine gun and small arms. 

There are two big officers training 
centres, one at Brockville, Ont., and 
one at Gordon Head in British Col- 
umbia, with a combined present capar- 
ity of 1,800 instruction and planned 
for expansion to 3,000. 

For the last few months Canada 
has ben taking into training centres 
at least 15,000 men a month, which is 
at the rate of 180,000 a year. 

Those men are taught more than 
th use of weapons, Trey are taught 
useful skills and trades and things of 
the mind and of the heart as well. 
Neatness, orderliness, pride in them- 
selves, self-dependence, initiative, re 
sourcefulness, and the ability to make 
something else do if they can’t get the 
exact thing they want. 

They are men to be proud of, these 
men of the Canadian Army, and it is 
fitting that all Canada should honor 
them.

To the same date 100,480 
personal cases were handled, and the 
attendance ot the 45 huts operated by 
the Legion totalled 7,425,749. Twenty- 
five canteens under their control were 
attended by 5,517,744. At the end of 
last year the staff of 338 supervised 
other activities such as sports and hos- 
tels, 15 mobile canteens, 1 tea car, 2 
library vans, 539 libraries with 323,553 
books in circulation and distributing 
770,738 magazines, 11,780 concerts at- 
tended by 1,725,006, 14,205 movies seen 
by 3,668,426, comforts and parcels for 
the troops amounting to 14,181, and 
shipped overseas 14,403, 130 cigarettes. 
That,s not all, but it is enough to show 
how much we think of our army. 

No one better than a soldier who has 
seen service knows what it means to 
be in service. Once the uniform is 
worn there is a comradeship nothing 
can equal. It’s unique. We are all one 
and we feel all one, 

The need of a strong well trained ar- 
my is the most pressing point in our 
call for a total war effart. When the 
Navy and the Air Force have had their 
innings, it is the Army that will be in 
at the kill.

There isscarcely need to write of the 
hospital supplies; woollen comforts 
for the forces, clothing for the refu- 
gees and bombed out areas of Great 
Britain, Those who have eyes and ears 
must see the busy fingers plying the 
needles*and hear the discussions ot! 
patterns and materials. There are ten 
centres in Great Britain where Red 
Cross supplies are kept, so any area 
bombed can receive the quickest pos- 
sible relief. This war is ever opening 
up fresh problems and therefore fresh 
solutions, The latest is help for men 
who are picked up from life boats after 
their vessels have torpedoed, 
‘Dunnage Lags’ each containing a com- 
plete outfit for a man, are kept at all 
Atlantic ports and specially in New- 
foundland, and carried by all corvettes 
and torpedo boat destroyers. As need 
arises these bags will also be at Pac- 
ific ports. 

Letters of thanks which are con- 
stantly coming to the Red Cross are 
most touching in their gratitude. They 
stimulate all workers to further effort. 

One word about the Junior Red 
Cross There are 800,000 boys and 
girls enrolled in Canada. These learn 
the rules of healthy living, earn their 
own money to help others by turning 
it into mobile kitchens, the support of 
war nurseries, splints for military hos- 
pitals, clothing and comforts for vic- 
tims of air raids and finance a hospi- 
tal for crippled children in Calgary. 
One expects sympathy and help from 
adults in cases of sorrow and suffering 
but when such unselfishness is volun- 
tarily given by our young people it 
answers well for the children of the 
future.

1. A Ration Card is required for each 
individual person, regardless of age. 

2. Each numbered coupon is good for 
a two weeks’ ration of 1 lb. of sugar. 

3. Coupon No. 1 is good July Ist; 
coupon No. 2, July 13th; coupon No. 3, 
July 27th; coupon No. 4, August 10th;

4. Coupons cannot be used before the 
specified dates, but may be used any 
time afterwards.
